June 19.—The Graf Zeppelin set- 


tled down on Lake Constance to- 
day, demonstrating for the, first 
time that it can be landed success- 
fully on the water without the as- 
sistance of the landing crew which 
always brings it down to earth, 

The whole thing was done by 
releasing gas until the big ship 
floated down smoothly on the rub- 
ber covered bumpers of the gon- 
dolas. 

The operation was not so simple 
as it sounds, however, but a deli- 
cate process. Dr. Hugo Eckener, 
who has taken the Graf on its 
most important flights, made the. 
test to demonstrate the Graf’s sea- 
worthiness before he starts for the 
North Pole. 

A specially devised mushroom 
anchor, which looks like a huge 
umbrella, held the Graf still in 
the water for several minutes while 
two rubber lifeboats were lowered. 

Then Capt. Lehmann hoisted his 
anchor, taxied the dirigible along 
the lake for about a mile, released 
his water ballast and the Zeppelin 
took to the air again.

Eckener Learns Wilkins Is Count- 
ing on Meeting at Pole. 

BERLIN, June 19.—Dr. Hugo 
Eckener, who is in Berlin for at 
conference with the Russian scient- 
ist_Samoilowitsch, has had a wire- 
less message from Sir Hubert Wil- 
kins to the effect that Sir Hubert 
still expects to meet him at the 
North Pole. When he learned 
from the Associated Press that the 
Graf Zeppelin had = successfully 
landed on water in a test on Lake 
Constance this afternoon, he said: 
“That’s fine. Now if we shoot a 
seal in the Arctic we can safely go 
down and bag him.” 

Dr. Eckener sdid that today’s 
message from Sir Hubert super- 
sedes an earlier communication in 
which Sir Hubert had expressed 
the fear that he might have to give 
up the plan to meet the Graf at 
the role. 

“Today’’ message,” he said, “ex- 
plains that the British navy has of- 
fered facilities for repairing the 
Nautilus quickly. He therefore ex- 
pects to carry out his expedition as 
planned.”

YOUTH DROWNS IN

Joseph Sutherland Was Not 
Good Swimmer and -He 
Got Into Deep Water 
Near Fenton. 


Joseph Sutherland, 19 years old, 
of 4319 Vista avenue, was drowned 
at 2:30 o’clock this afternoon at 
Long Beach, on the Meramec River, 
three miles above Fenton, Mo., 
when he was carried into the cur- 
rent of the stream while wading.

Mrs. McPherson has challenged 
the Government’s findings and a 
hearing has been set for next 
Wednesday before the Board of 
Tax Appeals. She contended she 
‘had reported all of her income 
which was taxable. 

A large part of the money not 
reported was contributed by Anzge- 
lus Temple, of which Mrs, McPher- 
son is pastor, for use in her de- 
fense following her mysterious dis- 
appearance in 1926. ! 

For 1926 Mrs. McPherson re- 
ported $8110 income which the 
Governinent estimated at $42,368. 
She reported $9712 in 1927 to 
which the Government added 
$9523: For 1928 she reported $18,- 
668 which the Government in- 
creased to $107,395. She was as- 
sessed $544 on the amount she re- 
ported. 

The records showed $31,658 was 
expended in 1926 and $9523 in 
1927 in defending her against pos- 
sible criminal prosecution. When 
it was reported an indictment 
would be sought, she said an ap- 
peal was made in her behalf to 
Ancelus Temple for funds. She 
contended they were outright gifts 
and not taxable. 

Most of the remainder assessed 
by the Government represented 
real estate transactions. In addi- 
tion, the Government listed $12,000 
in cashier’s checks which it said 
she received in 1928 from an ac- 
count in the name of “Elizabeth 
Johnson” in the Thirty-ninth and 
Western avenue branch of the Se- 
curity First National Bank of 
Los Angeles. The Government con- 
tended she invested the money in 
real estate and made no report.

PLANS PRESENTED 


Measure Following Cleve- 
land and St. Paul Sys- 
tyms Reported to Alder- 
men by Committee. 


GEHNER’S ATTITUDE 
CALLED OBSTACLE 


He Seemed to Regard In- 


quiry as Impertinence and 
Reflection Upon Himself, 
Investigators Say. 


A proposed ordinance, changing 
the method of assessing St. Louis 
real estate for taxation, and intro-} 
ducing features of scientific assess- 
ment plans of Cleveland and St. 


Paul, was presented to the Board 
of Aldermen today by its special 
committee, appointed recently to 
inquire into the assessment system. 
Alderman Wimer is chairman. 

The special committee, in a re- 
port accompanying the ordinance 
draft, states that the proposed new 
methods of making assessments 
will result in an increased sum 
total of, assessments, and there- 
fore will augment the city’s rev- 
enues and will slightly increase its 
contribution of State taxes. 

“This is one of the purposes that 
we have in mind,’’ the committee 
says, “though only an -incidental 
one. Our main purpose is to cure, 
or at least ameliorate, a condition 
under which one citizen is assessed 
at 8 per cent of the selling price 
of his property, whereas another is 
assessed at 109 per cent.” 

Extremes Shown in Report. 

The percentages cited were the 
extremes shown in the report of 
the Bureau of Municipal Research, 
comparing the sale prices and as- 
sessments of 400 £4pieces of resi- 
dence and business property. The 
400 cases, when averaged, showed 
assessments at 53.5 per cent of 
sales prices, 

The committee acknowledged the 
help rendered in its inquiries by C. 
W. Atkins of the Bureau of Muni- 
cipal Research, who prepared the 
comparative table, and E. G. 
Schubkegel of the Comptroller's of- 
fice, who studied the Cleveland, St. 
Paul and Detroit assessment sys- 
tems in company with Assessor 
Gehner, a year and a half-ago. 

Of the Assessor’s attitude toward 
the inquiry, the committee said 
that his refusal to surrender his 
books, except on “proper author- 
ity,” was a serious obstacle to the 
committee’s work. 

“Otherwise,” the committee said, 
“the attitude of the Assessor to- 
ward the committee was one which 
seemed to regard the inquiry as an 
impertinence and a presumptuous 
reflection upon himself as a public 
official. ~The Assessor’s contumacy 
resulted in an interchange of cor- 
respondence between the commti- 
tee and the City Counselor as to 
the committees’ powers. * * For 
the present situation we in no wise 
hold the Assessor responsible; if he 
merits criticism, it is on the score 
of his failure to adopt and insti- 
tute a method that is scientific, and 
which the experience of other 
cities has shown to be effective.” 


“Rule of Thumb” Method. 
The method employed by Asses- 
sor Gehner, and by his predeces- 
sors, is described by the committee 
as a “rule of thumb” method, 

“Each District Assessor makes 
the appraisal of separate pieces of 
property according to his own best 
judgment and such information as 
he may find avatiable, says the re- 
port. 

“While each may be informed 
as to the several factors that deter- 
mine the value of land, each ap- 
plies this knowledge not according 
to any fixed scale or percentage, 
but according to his own rule-of- 
thumb estimate. 

“While by some stretch of imag- 
ination we may conceive a meas- 
tire of equality of assessments 
within a given district, it must be 
apparent that, as between distriets, 
this inequality, owing to the appli- 
‘cation of such methods by differ- 
ent persons, must result in produc- 
ing a condition that is appallingly. 
unjust.” 

Regarding the evidence as to 
comparative sales prices and as- 
sessments furnished by the Bureau 
of Municipal Research, the com- 
mittee said: 

“No further evidence is necessary 
to sustain the charge of gross in- 
equalities in assessments, The fact 
is that no evidence is necessary to 
sustain this charge. A moment’s 
reflection on the present system, or 
want of system, of fixing assess- 
ments, should convince anyone that

A circuit court jury today awarded 
to Mrs. Josephine Fisher a verdict 
for $125,000 damages in her libel 
suit against eight defendants 
growing out of the circulation of 
a pamphlet at a.State Eastern Star 
convention which the plaintiff al- 
leged was defamatory to her char- 
acter. She sued for $250,000. The 
verdict specified $50,000 as com- 
pensatory and $75,000 as punitive 
damages. It was reached after 


three hours of deliberation. 

Mrs. Fisher collapsed when the 
verdict was read. Recovering later 
she said: “‘My name has been vin- 
dicated. That is all I wanted.” 

Attorneys for the eight defend- 
ants immediately gave notice they 
would file motions for a new trial. 

Attorneys’ arguments and in- 
structions of Judge Bell were 
completed yesterday. Judge Bell 
said the point at issue was whether 
Mrs. Fisher, former grand matron 
of the Order of FEastern Star in 
Missouri, was guilty of charges 
contained in pamphlets circulated 
at the organization’s 1928 conven- 
tion in St. Joseph. 

The pamphlets, it was testified, 
related an account of the arrest of 
“Cc. C. Ehlers and Josephine Fish- 
er” in a hotel room at Higgins- 
ville, in September, 1908. Mrs. 
Fisher denied on the witness stand 
that she was the person arrested. 
Judge Bell gave separate instruc- 
tions covering the case of Mrs. 
Edith Ambruster of St. Louis, who 
said she was unaware of the con- 
tents of the pamphlets when she 
distributed them. 

The defendants are Mrs. Ambrus- 
ter; John F. McGuire, Marshall, 
Mo.; Mr. and Mrs. Oakie Myers, 
Kansas City; Dr. W. W. Grove, St. 
Joseph; John P. Austin and C. L. 
Stange, St. Louis, and John Trues- 
dale, formerly constable at Higgins- 
ville.

' JEFFERSON CITY, June 19.—A 
hearing to determine whether a 
temporary suspension of the secur- 
ity dealers’ license of the brokerage 
firm of Franklin Lamb & Co. of 
St. Louis and Kansas City, shall 
be made permanent, was resumed 
today before State Securities Com- 
missioner Stockard, who issued the 
suspension order a week ago. 


The hearing yesterday afternoon 
developed a protest by the sev- 
eral attorneys of the company 
against the admissibility and com- 
petence of evidence upon which the 
Commissioner based his action, and 
refusal by the company attorneys 
to permit questioning of Frank } 
Lamb of Kansas City, secretary of 
the company, by a lawyer for a 
company client who filed a receiv- 
ership suit against the company in 
Kansas City last week. 

Stockard and Assistant Attorney- 
General Edward G. Robison had 
placed in the record of the hear- 
ing considerable correspondence 
from clients of the brokerage firm 
in several states, seeking informa- 
tion about the company and its 
methods of doing business. Objec- 
tions were made to these exhibits 
on the ground some of the letters 
were received after the suspension 
order was issued, and because none 
of the persons writing had been 
summoned by Stockard to testify 
in the hearing. 

Does Not Rule On Objections. 

Stockard reserved his ruling on 
the objections until the conclusion 
of the hearing. He read a state- 
ment in which he charged the 
company had failed and refused to 
deliver securities sold to customers; 
that securities were being sold 
which the company did not own; 
that confirmations of transactions 
were not furnished customers a3 
required by law; that the company 
refused to give investigators for 
Stockaré access to its books; that 
the company had violated the se- 
curities act, and that its solvency 
was in question. 

Blodgett Priest of St. Louis, one 
of the four attorneys for the com- 
pany at the hearing, stated he had 
advised the company not to permit 
Stockard’s investigators to examine 
the books, on the ground they had 
no legal authority to make such 
an examination. 

Lamb, the only witness to testify 
yesterday, denied all of the 
charges by Stockard, and declared 
his company had been doing busi- 
ness in a legal and ethical manner.

one. McFarland is of distinctive 
appearance, with bushy, cinnamon- 
colored hair and broad~ features. 

The witness, amplifying the story 
told by him yesterday, said that he 
was within 10 feet of Phillips at 
the time when the two assailants, 
who had attacked Phillips: an in- 
stant before, fired on him. He said 
McFarland had a small automatic 
pistol and that Brooks had a 
weapon which he did not see clear.

BILL TO ELIMINATE ABUSES 
OF DOLE OFFERED IN COMMONS 


Government Sponsors Pian to End 
Misuses Discovered in Royal 
Commission Investigation.

LONDON, June 19.—A measure 
aimed to cure the abuses of the 
British dole system has been 
framed by the Government and 
introduced into the House of Com- 
mons by Minister of Labor Marga- 
ret Bondfield. 
The bill deals with the misuses of

U. $. INCOME TAX RETURNS 
OPEN TO ONLY 17 STATES 


Missouri Is One of Those Levying 
Returns of Individuals Which

Condemnation Notice Given 
arid Claims Are to Be Filed 
by July 30. 


Notice of condemnation proceed- 
ings for widening, relocating and 
extending 13 roads, for an aggre- 
gate distance of 25.86 miles, was 
published by 8t. Louis County to- 
day. Owners of property to be tak- 
en have until July 30 to file claims 
for damages with the County Court.

WASHINGTON, June 19.—-The 
General Blectric Co. filed in: the 
Supreme Court yesterday a vigor- 
ous protest against. the court’s re- 
cent decision holding the Langmuir 
patent on vacuum tubes invalid. A 


rehearing was requested. 

The decision, rendered in a suit 
brought by the De. Forest Radio 
Co., was regarded as of the great- 
est importance by the _ industries 
using vacuumn tubes. There has 
been @ slashing of the retail price 
of such tubes. The decision held 
the Langmuir patent did not in- 
volve invention. and referred to 
facts which it declared established 
prior use of high vacuums, It also 
stated that Lee De Forest, prior to 
the Langmuir patent, knew and 
used the device and methods cov- 
ered by the patent. 

The General Electric Co., in its 
petition, asserted the viladity im- 
portant findings of fact on which 
the decision was based, while justi- 
fied by the brief and argument of 
the De Forest Radio Co., were con- 
tradicted by the records in. the 
case. It said the decision had 
worked a grave injustice to it and 
insisted the Court should correct 
what was termed an erroneous 
statement of an important step in 
the history of science. 

The opinion departed radically, 
the company said, from the well 
settled law of patents and leaves 
the whole patent system in a state 
of uncertainty and confusion, It 
insisted the tubes, which the Court 
held pre-dated the Langmuir pat- 
ent, did not embody the essential 
elements of the Langmuir inven-

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CREDIT MEN FOR 
STRICTER LAWS 
~ ONBANKRUPTCY 


Suggest .as Alternative, a 
Pool to Liquidate Assets 
on Installment Plan Un- 
der Referee. 


Stricter bankruptcy laws, em- 
bodying limitation of ‘voluntary 
bankruptcies to a minimum of 
$1000 of unsecured assets and of- 
fering an alternative to bankruptcy 
were advocated in a_ resolution 
adopted unanimously today by the 
National Retail Credit Association 
at the close of its annual four-day 
convention at Hotel Jefferson. 

Other resolutions opposed any 
increase in first-class mail rates and 
opposed legislation and policies 
sponsored by the American Bar As- 
sociation ‘“‘designed to injure the 
work of the collection departments 


of retail credit bureaug and intor- 


fere with their operations to the 
detriment of their clients.”’ 

The bankruptcy resolution fa- 
vored also proviisons in the law 
baarring the necessaries of life 
from discharge and proposed that 
Federal Courts be authorized to re- 
fuse discharge where proof exists 
that insolvency was caused by ex- 
travagance, hazardous speculation, 
gambling or culpable neglect of 
business affairs. 

The proposed law would author- 
ize the Federal Court also to im- 
pound for creditors after-acquired 
assets until a fixed percentage of 
dividends should be paid. 

Alternative for Bankruptcy. 

The resolution suggests an alter- 
native to bankruptcy in the form 
of a pool to liquidate assets. It 
would give the Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy power to direct the debtor 
to the local credit bureau which 
would assist in making arrange- 
ments to liquidate on the install- 
ment plan. The referee would have 
power also to issue a restraining 


order against creditors for the en-| 


forcement of payment while such 
arrangements are in effect. 

Attention is directed to an an- 
nual bad debt waste from adjudi- 
cated insolvency of about $1,000,- 
000,000 and figures are quoted in- 
dicating 57 per cent of bank- 
ruptcies are those of individuals; 
nearly 50 per cent are in failure 
to pay for the necessaires of life, 
and that “the bad debt waste from 
this cause alone is estimated at 
$70.000,000 annually, much of 
which in the opinion of retail cred- 
it granters is contracted just be- 
fore and when bankruptcy is in 
contemplation.”’ 

The resolution indorses in prin- 
ciple a bankruptcy amendatory bill 
introduced in the Seventy-first 
Congress by Representative Sears 
of Nebraska, providing that the 
burden of proof shall be upon the 
bankrupt to establish that debts 
contracted within four months of 
such bankruptcy are bona fide. 
Interest on Delinquent Accounts. 

The public utilities group adopt- 
ed a resolution favoring co-opera- 
tion with credit bureaus which 
would include giving information 
relative to change of domiciles—a 
measure to eliminate the “skip” 
evil. The qugstion of charging in- 
terest on delinquent accounts was 
discussed at the closing session,

Hoover Sends Telegram. 

A message of appreciation from 
President Hoover, replying to a 
greeting wired by the association, 
was read at the annual dinner last 
night.

“Credit is a major business fac- 
tor in periods of expansion and 
prosperity and even more import- 
ant in periods of economic read- 
justment necessitated by unusual 
fnusiness conditions throughout the 
world, 

“The work done by your associa- 
tion in planning on a sound fact 
basis for the liberalization of credit 
with proper safeguards is import- 
ant to American business and espeé- 
cially so at present.” 

Congressman Clyde Kelly, a Ree 
publican Representative from 
Pennsylvania, spoke at the dinner 
opposing cancellation of European 
war debts and the recognition of 
Soviet Russia. Hours of labor must 
be reduced, he said, in order to 
establish a balance of production. 

Recognition of Russia should be 
withheld so long as the Soviet poli- 
cy is to overthrow this form of 
government at the first opportuni- 
ty, he said. ' 

Referring to unemployment, Kel- 
ly observed, “In America today we 
have 6,500,000 men walking’ the 
streets asking for an opportunity to 
work. That is a gloomy picture. 
On the other hand, we have banks 
bursting with money. The reason 
for this spectacle is we have not 
balanced the purchasing power of 
the people with the purchasing 
power of industry.” 

Frank Batty, San Francisco, was 
elected president, succeeding A. D. 
MsMullen of Oklahoma City. A. 
P. Lovett of Kansas City was elect- 
ed first vice president, and Charles 
M. Reed of Denver, second vice 
president.

Mr. Curtis, who was in the early 


60's, had just finished luncheon in 
the men’s grill on the seventh 
floor of the store yesterday. As he 
was walking out, he collapsed on a 
chair in the lobby annd died within 
afew moments. A physician, who 
had been treating him for a heart 
ailment for some time, said death 
was due to heart trouble.

WASHINGTON, June 19.—With 
the assistance of governmental ex- 
perts, and on the basis of bfficial 
reports, the Post-Dispatch has 
compiled figures showing the occu- 
pational distribution of unemploy- 
ment in the United States. No au- 
thoritative statistics of this kind 
have previously been published. 

The .figures show that approxi- 
mately 38 per cent of. those out of 
work and looking for work have 
been laid off in the various manu- 
facturing iudustries, This is the 
highest percentage for any occupa- 
tion. The next highest, over 16 
per cent, is in trade, wholesale and 
retail, principally the latter. Re- 
ductions in the public utilities ac- 
count for only 1.5 per cent of the 
total. 

On the basis ,Of 5,600,000 unem- 
ployed persons. as of April, 1931, 
the following table gives the distri- 
bution by occupations, with the ra- 
tio that each group bears to the 
whole number of unemployed:

Some authorities would reduce 
the construction total—6727,000— 
to around 550,000 as of April.

Increased employment was shown 
in two of the 15 groups—power, 
water and light, 06.5 per cent, and 
dyeing and cleaning, 1 per cent. 

Decreased employment was 
shown,in.the remaining 13 groups 
—manufacturing, 0.5 per cent; an- 
thracite mining, 5.7 per cent; 
bituminous mining, 4.1 per cent; 
metalliferous mining, 2.4 per cent; 
quarrying and non-metallic mining, 
1.5 per cent; crude petroleum pro- 
ducing, 2.9 per cent; teleplrone and 
telegraph, 0.8 per cent; electric 
railways, 1 per cent;. wholesale 
trade, 0.4 per cent; retail trade, 0.2 
per cent; hotels, 3.5 per cent; can- 
ning and preserving, 6.1 per cent; 
laundries, 0.2 per cent. 


Employment in manufacturing 
industries, according to the Bu- 
reau’s figures, declined 0.5 per cent 
for May as compared with April, 
and payroll totals decreased 1.2 
per cent. This seasonal decrease 
in manufacturing industries for 
May is slightly less than the aver- 
age decline shown by the Bureau’s 
indexes of employment for previous 
years, 

Gain in Woolen Industry. 

The greatest increase in employ- 
ment over the month interval was 
a seasonal gain of 8 per cent in the 
woolen and worsted goods industry. 
Gains of over 5 per cent in em- 
ployment were reported by the ice 
cream, automobile tire and chew- 
ing tobacco industries, while’ the 
automobile, aircraft, beverage, ce- 
ment and brick industries reported 
increased employment: ranging 
from 3 to 5 per cent. The cotton 
goods industry reported an increase 
of 2.3' per cent in number of em- 
ployes and the slanghtering and 
meat-packing industry. showed a 
gain of 1.3 per cent.

Baker was chairman of the old 
Power Commission by virtue of his 
office as Secretary of War when 
the Water Power Act was passed 
in 1920 and held the office for 
nine months. Prominent among 
his acts was the issuance of the 
Niagara Falls license which led to 
a valuation eumyute not yet set- 
tled. 

Dispute meal Authority. 

The Appalachian suit is the re- 
sult of an order by the commission 
warning the company not to build 
without first accepting a Federal 
license. The license offered con- 
tains provisions for recapture at 
the end of 50 years and for valua- 
tion of the plant by the commis- 
sion. 3 

The company contends the New 
River is not navigable and that 
the commission has no jurisdiction, 
or at the most, a very limited au- 
thority to protect the flow into the 
Kanahwa and Ohio Rivers. The 
commission must answer by July 
10, but the case probably will not 
be heard until fall. 

The two important legal posts 
in the commission, those of general 
counsel and solicitor, have been va- 
cant for six months but both prob- 
ably will be filled by July 1. In the 
meantime, the case is being studied 
by Assistant General Counsel Law- 
son, co-operating with the wepart- 
ment of Justice.

State’s Case Against Pope. 

The Pope’s imperative demand 
for an apology within 24 hours, it 
was said, was answered with assur- 
ances that violence and insults to 
the Pope were under investigation 
and some of the guilty had been 
arrested and would be punished.

Dainty Flavor and Delightful 
Fragrance of Raspberries 
Endear Them to All. 


” Raspberries, red ones particular- 
ly, are numbered among the lux- 
uries. They are in market now and 
as their season is comparatively 
short, it is wise to make the most 
of them this week and next. 

‘Raspberry ice is a super dessert 
made according to this recipe. 

Raspberry Ice. 

Boil together for eight minutes 
one pint of red currant juice, ‘one 
pint of water and three cups of 
sugar. Remove from the fire, cool 
and beat with an egg beater. When 
cold add one cup and a half of‘red 
raspberry juice, strained, and 
freeze slowly, with three parts of 
ice to one salt. Serve in sherbet 
cups with fresh red raspberries. 
This ice is also good with sweetened 
whipped cream. 

Raspberry cream sherbet fs aa- 
other delightful icy cold sweet. 

Raspberry Cream Sherbet. 

Pick over, wash and crush ofie 
quart of red raspberries, add three- 
quarters of a cup of sugar and chil! 
for two hours. Boil together for 
five minutes two cups of water and 
three-quarters of a cup of sugar, 
Cool: add two tablespoons of lemon 
juice and the strained, sweetened 
raspberry juice. Turn into a freez- 
er, freeze slowly and when the mix- 
ture begins to congeal stir in the 
stiffly whipped white of one egg 
and three-quarters of a cup of dou- 
ble cream whipped solid with two 
tablespoons of sugar and a few 


grains of salt. Continue to frecze 7 


until almost firm. 
These berries make exception- 
ally excellent jam. 
Red Raspberry Jam. 
Wash and crush the raspberries 


and to each quart of the berries al-_ 


low half a cup of strained currant 
Juice. 

Let stand for ten or fifteen min- 
utes, turn into a@ preserving kettle, 
bring to the boil and let simmer for 
twenty minutes. , 

Have ready heated sugar, allow- 
ing three-quarters the quantity of 
the uncooked fruit, and cook down 
until a little of the cyrup jells when 
tried on a plate. 

Store in jelly tumblers, covering 
with paraffin. 

Noncook Preserves, 

This seems almost too good to be 
true, especially in hot weather, but 
the preserve is delicious and retains 
the full flavor of the fresh berries. 

Mix together either red raspber- 
ries or blackcaps and granulated 
sugar in the proportion of pound 
for pound. Crush the berries and 
sugar, being sure that each berry is 
well broken, 

Have ready hot jars, filled with 
boiling water, empty out the water 
and fill to overflowing with the 
berry and sugar mixture. Adjust 
rubbers and sterilized covers and 
seal airtight. Store in a @drk, dry 
place, 


RED RASPBERRY MOLD 


This Sweet Is a Species of the Re- 
Cake, 

This sweet differs from the ordi- 
nary icebox dessert as it uses stale 
bread instead of cake for the basis. 
The usual custard is also missing. 

This dessert requires no cooking, 
save heating the fruit and sugar. 
Blueberries, piumasa, cherries, 
peaches or almost any kind of 
juicy fruit may be used in place of 
the raspberries. 

Cut a small loaf of stale bread 
into thin slices and spread with 
butter. Stew the berries with sugar 
to taste and add a little lemon juice 
to bring out the berry flavor. 

In a deep dish put a layer of the 
bread, dust very lightly with grated 
nutmeg and ground cinnamon and 
pour @ver it no more of the hot 
fruit and juice than the bread will 
absorb. Continue in this way un- 
tfl both fruit and bread are used 
up. Cover the dish and set in the 
icebox for five hours.

How to Avoid Monotony by 
Make Appealing Dishes 
From the Leftovers, 


“We like baked ham,” wrotes a 
new hwuusekeeper, “you know, the 
kind: that is baked with sugar and 
cloves. But if J have one, what on 
earth can J do with the leftover so 
that we won't get tired of it? Ham 
‘s cheap in our neighborhood just 
now, and I should appreciate any 
help in making use of it,” This 
letter came recently, and knowing 
that .the summer time is a good 
season for this popular meat. and 
that many home cooks may have a 
similar problem, space this week 
will be devoted to answering the 
question. 

Whether a housewife buys half 
a smoked ham and cooks it her- 


small size canned, ready cooked 
hams she will be faced with the 
job of having more than one ham 
meal—if there are only two people 
to feed. When buying a raw 
smoked ham, choose a meaty ore 
and the butt end—it will weigh 
from four to five pounds. Wash 


lwell, cover with cold water and 


heat slowly to the boiling point. 
When, boiling, add a small onion, 
three or four whole cloves and @a@ 
little piece of bayleaf. These are 
not absolutely necessary, but they 
add to the flavor of the cooked 
ham. Cover the pan and boil very 
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gently, allowing 30 minutes for 


‘each pound of ham. So if the 
ipiece weighs four and one-ha'lf 
pounds, boil it gently for two and 


one-quarter hours. Then lift care- 
fully from the water, remove the 


rind, and stick the fat surface full 
‘of whole cloves. Mix one-half cup 
‘brown sugar with one-half ‘tea- 
‘spoon dry mustard and two table- 


spoons flour and sprinkle thickiy 
over the fat. Bake in a hot oven 
for £9 minutes or until brown. 
Serve hot the first day. 

The second day cut in very thin 
slices and serve cold with a jellied 
vegetable salad and creamed pota- 


toes seaséned with a sprinkling of 
chopped/chives.

If there is much of the ham left, 
cut a few slices at breakfast time 
and frizzle them in a little melted 
butter and serve with scrambled or 
poached eggs. 

For the third dinner cut thick 
slices of the ham, reheat in a little 
butter and serve with creamed 
mushrooms and sauted slices of 
pineapple. This will probably be a 
favorite meal. especially if you fol- 
low the meat with a crispy green 
salad and strawberry shortcake for 
dessert. 

AH that will be left of the ham 
by now will probably be the end 
that can no longer be sliced attrac- 
tively. Cut all the meat from the 
bone and chop it fine. If there is 
as much as one and one-half cups 
it can be made into ham hash 
which is equally as good as corned 


j beef hash. Or if there is only 


about a cupful of the meat, use it 


to stuff tomatoes or peppers. 


Ham 

Mix one and one-half cups 
chopped cooked ham with one cup 
cold mashed potatoes, a small 
chopped onion, a little pepper and 
one-half cup milk. Heat two ta- 
blespoons butter in a heavy frying 
pan, put in the hash and gmooth 
it down to about half-inch thick- 
ness. Cook very slowly until 
browned underneath. Turn or fold

The vogue for serving vegetables 
for breakfast has brought back po- 
tato cakes which were greatly fa- 
vored by Southern cooks of a dec- 
ude ago. 

Mash enough new potatoes to 


make a cup, and season wich one- 
half a teaspoonfu: of sait. Sift to- 
gether one and one-half cups of 
flour, three teaspoons baking pow- 
der and two teaspoons sugar. Rud 
in a generous one-fourth cup of 
butter and mix with the potato 
and 6ne beaten eyu, with enough 
milk to make a soft dough. 

There is often enough moisture 
in the new potatoes to supply suf- 
ficient liquid without the addition 
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of milk, but it is not always so. 

Pat into a sheet one-half inch 
thick, on a floured board, cut into 
rounds four inches in diameter, di- 
vide these into semicircles or halt- 
moon shapes and bake at 400 de- 
grees Fahrenheit on a greased and 
floured sheet. To be eaten hot 
after splitting open and buttering. 

Left over mashed old petatocs 
may also be used instead of the
